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of the children whom they wish to 
make members of the cluh, orovid- 
ed such children are not ?it any 
tBchool, &c. from vyhich they receive 
jreguhu- clothing. The child must 
^aiie or the moihef send, one penny 
every Monday, beginning fron» 
Christmas or Midsummer half year, 
to the ooliector, who will transmit 
it at stated times to the treasurer. 
Neglect or irregularity in sending 
the |>enny, must forfeit the claim to 
the benefits of the club. At Mid- 
summer and Christinas the coUector 
wilj jcall for tke Sabseriptions, via. 
two shillings and two pence for each 
(fhild, with an additional six-pence 
at Christmas as a remuneratiorj for 
^er time and trojablcj After each 
collection, the treasurer is to m^ke 
enquiry of the mothers into the arti- 
cles of clwthing most vcanted, and 
lemploy the money four shillings 
and four pence for fiach as advan- 
tageously as shte can, directing the 
children" to show the clothes to those 
who subscribe for them. 

Although tlie principal view hpld 
out by each of liesjB plan* is sul»r 
stantially the sam«, yet they difr 
fer in minor points of considerable 
importance. In onp instance three, 
in another four, and in the last only one 
subscriber are attached to the pay- 
ment of each cliiid, the former with 
the intention of furnishing all the 
apparel requisite, and consequently 
confining the benefit to -^ few : the 
latter more diffusive in its operation, 
embracing a wider circle, but cir- 
cumscribing the personal advantage 
to each individual; and it deserves 
serious reflection, whether the pro- 
portion of four or three to one is not 
more than can be looked upon by 
the parents as the fair recompense 
of their own economy: and whether 
it is not j;ref(erabte to admit seve- 
ral children of the same family to a 
participation of the advantage, ra- 
ther than by doing more for one 
child, produce a distinction in theii 
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appearance, which may lead to un " 
kiftd feelings and unfari^urable coa' 
sequences. 

The economical and judicioils ap- 
plication of these small sums i* 
found to produce a greater elfect tbati 
Could be reasonably anticipated : fdiif 
shillings and four penpe doubly sub- 
scribed, that is, eight shillings and 
eight pence annually cautiously ex- 
pended, wiU nearly elothe slti infant, 
and will supply a considerable poiv 
lion pf the clothing for younger chil- 
dren ; and if arrangeinents of this 
sort could be connected with the 
Lancastrian system of education, it 
wotjld materially tend to produce 
that decency of appearance in the 
children, which is desirable iri evei-y 
public institutjotj. The plans above 
recited encourage jn poor families 
the important habit of regular sav- 
it)g', and the additiqa of an eqiial 
sijin from the subscriber, should be 
considered rather 33 the just rewara 
of industry and good conduct, than 
as a mdre charitable donation. Thus, 
\yhile the benevolgiit dispositions of 
the a(fl«ent are cherished and broaght 
into activity, the poor are taught the 
practical value of small savings con- 
stantly accumul^tirig ; they learn to 
feel the a:dva|itages fesulting frQta 
order and perseverance j they are 
instructed in the important art of 
adopting the most effectual means 
to the accomplishment of a parti- 
cular end, and thus the best interests 
and gratifications of both classes 
are made to couibiae and support 
each uthef.

Antl tl^ai you 
vvill never have more call than you 
have now, to assist the country con- 
gregations. ' And you are sure, if 
it should happen that these expecta- 
tions should fail yOu, you can, when- 
ever you please, transport yourself 
to Dublin, with the same advanta- 
ge with which vou can go to it iiow. 
These things are all so rational, thai 
if is no wonder you never have a 
thought about yourself. I have no- 
thing further to say upon this af- 
fair, seeing It is delayed till the 
presbytry. And what 1 aao to sav 
about it, must be .said openly, vvhicli 
is the only reason I am now restrain- 
ed from poiiiing forth as much as 
good Eliiiu had to say, when he 
could contain ho longer, but beiiif? 
pad-locked, I bid you adieu. 1 hope 
you will neither expose yourself nor 
the, by shewing this rhapsodie.
